REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The claims of the instant application are drawn to methods for assessing the risk 
of a patient for developing an adverse drug reaction comprising detecting the presence 
of the HLA-B*1502 allele in a sample from the subject and correlating the presence of 
the allele with and increased risk of developing Stevens-Johnson syndrome or toxic 
epidermal necrolysis in response to the drug carbamazepine. The prior art does not 
teach or suggest such an association between the presence of the HLA-B*1502 allele 
and the development of Stevens-Johnson syndrome or toxic epidermal necrolysis in 
response to the drug carbamazepine, as is required by the claims and taught in the 
instant application. 

3. The rejections under 35 USC 112 2 nd % as set forth in the previous Office Action, 
are withdrawn in light of the amendments to claims 1, 8, and 10, and the cancellation of 
claims 20 and 22-25. 

4. The scope of enablement rejection of claims under 35 USC 112 1 st U, as set forth 
in the previous Office Action, is withdrawn in light of the amendments to claims 1 and 
the cancellation of claims 1 1 and 12. 

5. The rejections of claims under 35 USC 102 and 103 as anticipated by and 
rendered obvious by the teachings of the prior art, as set forth in the previous Office 
Action, are withdrawn in light of the cancellation of claims 20 and 22-25.
